Premier Air Ace 
Lands His Plane 


In Record 


World-Girdling Feat Made in Four Space-| 
Devouring Days—Huge Mob Greets 
Airmen At Bennett Field 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Eclipsing every round-the-world venture 
since the intrepid Portuguese explorer, Ferdinand Magellan, first 
circumnavigated the globe in 1,083 days in 1519-1522, Howard 
Hughes dipped his silver monoplane out of the skies at Floyd Ben- 
nett field after flying around the “Great Circle” in four space- 
devouring days. The sportsman-millionaire’s feat, almost cutting 
in half the previous record time of seven days, 18 hours, 49 minutes, 
established by the late Wiley Post in July, 1933, marked the fourth 
complete world-circling flight in a heavier-than-air machine. 


FLOYD BENNETT AIRPORT, NEW YORK, July 14.— 
The flying quintet, headed by Howard Hughes, ended their 
history-making round-the-world flight at 11:37 a.m. Edmon- 
ton time, today when they brought their silver monoplane 
down at this airport. The monoplane circled the field twice 
before coming down to an easy landing before a_ wildly- 
cheering crowd. The total elapsed time for the dash around 
the globe was set unofficially at 91 hours, 17 minutes, or 
three days, 19 hours and 17 minutes. * * * The multi-mil- 
lionaire speedster whipped in from the west under a threat- 
ening overcast sky with a record that more than halves the 
seven day, 18 hour 49 minute round-the-world time estab- 
lished in 1933 by the late Wiley Post. * * * Hughes drove 
the ship at full speed on the last lap of the flight from Minne- 
apolis to Floyd Bennett airport, whence he took off at 4:20 
p.m. M.S.T., Sunday. A spanking tail wind helped him along 
his last lap. His speed for the elapsed time for the entire 
flight was approximately 161 miles an hour.

NEW YORK, July 14.—The big 
round-the-world plane Howard 
Hughes brought down here this 
afternoon after a record-break- 
ing flight is practically the same 
as those to be delivered to the 
Royal Air Force by United States 
firms, it was learned today. 

The sole difference between the 
airplane and those which will be 


| delivered to the R. A. F. on a mass 


order for 200 recently placed with 
the Lockheed Aircraft Corporation 
at Burbank, Calif, is armament. 
Hughes’ plane is not armed. 

The plane is essentially the same 


| as that used by the United States 


army in high altitude operations. 
The army owns only one of these 
planes—an experimental plane with 
equipment for supercharging the 
cabin at extremely high altitudes 
up to 30,000 feet. 

It was disclosed at Floyd Ben- 
nett Field that Hughes was using 
equipment which is on the army 
“secret list”. 

Included in this equipment is 
a hyper-sensitive altimeter, and 
special permission had to be ob- 
tained for Hughes to use it. 

He gave it its first rigorous 
test. 

Hughes consistently has declin- 
ed to permit anybody but the mem- 
bers of the technical staff of the 
crew to enter the airplane, pre- 
sumably because of his secret 
equipment.

Use of trolley. busses over the 
new route was recommended ear- 
lier this year by both Commis- 
sioner Robert J. Gibb and Nor- 
man D. Wilson, Toronto traffic 
expert, who conducted a survey 
of the street railway system. 

Ald. Knott said he was still opposed 
to the purchase of trolley busses, be- 
lieving tram service was adequate 
for existing traffic conditions. He 
declared that if the busses were oper- 
ated on Jasper avenue traffic con- 
gestion would result.

Nothing else is 
good enough, and in Alberta no other kind 
will stand up under the assaults of weath- 
er and the weight of modern trucks and 
busses. The waterproof road alone can 
meet the demands of traffie and resist 
the wear and tear. 

A present-day main highway must be 
dustless.

| as damaging to British prestige. 

But what are the alternatives? Bri- 
tain might “call their bluff,” as Mr. Lloyd 
George would do. Or it might refuse to 
deal with them, as Mr. Anthony Eden ad- 
vises. Either would be more in keeping 
| with the British temperament and tradi- 
| tion. The wonder is that a son of “Fight- 

ing Joe’ hasn't done one or the other. 

One just can't imagine Chamberlain the 
| elder letting the world think he was being 
either blackmailed or bamboozled. 

To challenge the dictators would be to 
risk war, not remote and ultimate war, but 
immediate war. The more so _ because 
there are signs that egoism has induced a 
species of dementia both at Rome and Ber- 
lin, and madmen are liable to do mad 
things. 

To refuse to have dealings with them 
would be to leave France in the lurch. 
That Britain could not do for moral rea- 
sons, and would not dare to do for reasons 
of self-security. For better or worse, the 
isolation days have gone. The Channel is 


no longer Britain's line of defence. That 
line now follows the eastern and the 
southern borders of France. The two 


democracies must stand together at all 
costs. 

The complement of the appeasement 
policy is the rearmament policy. Mr. 
Chamberlain is “talking soft,” but he is 
building warships and tanks and airplanes, 
at a rate Europe has not seen before. 
When his building program is complete he 
may talk to the dictators in a different 
tone.

LONDON, England—(By Mail)—‘Glynde- 
bourne has developed rapidly from small inten- 
tions to the greatest of ambitions, namely, the 
creation of a Music Festival in England where 
the standard shall be the admiration and envy of 
all other Festivals.” So, in one of the radio 
journals, writes Mr. John Chris- 
tie, who is giving this country 
the equivalent of Salzburg in 
the opera house he has built as 
an adjunct to his Sussex home, 

Mr. Christie is the wealthy 
husband of Vancouver's prima 
donna, Miss Audrey Mildmay. 

“To some people it may per- 
haps seem strange that anyone 
should have conceived the idea 
of producing Mozart operas in a

remote corner of the Sussex Downs,” Mr. Chris- 


tie continues. “But if Wagner can be performed 
in a village in Bavaria, why not Mozart in the 
English countryside? ... 

“It has been referred to as a rich man’s hobby. 
This is definitely misleading and inaccurate. 
Glyndebourne ... is a serious professional or- 
ganization which exists solely for the purpose of 
producing opera as efficiently as possible, and 
there is nothing remotely amateurish about it, 
either on the organizing or performing side. . 

“A high price is charged for seats... and, 
since the average cost of producing an opera is 
$4,500 a performance, prices must necessarily be 
high.” 

Replying to the criticism that foreign artists 
are favored rather than British artists, Mr. 
Christie says the proportion in the chief roles is 
half British and half foreign and, he adds, “one 
of the tangible results of the Glyndebourne ven- 
ture has been to show that the British artist is 
as good and better than the foreigner in some 
roles... . One fact is certain, and that is that you 
cannot cast an opera from the nationals of one 
country alone.... 
yndebourne will continue to be the home 
of Mozart opera in this country, but not of Mozart 
exclusively. 

“It is my intention to lead the other festivals 
of the world and not to follow them, and that is 
why this year I am presenting an opera that has 
never been given in England before—Verdi's 
‘Macbeth’.”

World Employment 


World unemployment statistics for the first 
quarter of 1938, which have just been compiled 
by the International Labor Office, Geneva, show 
a decline in a majority of countries as compared 


with the corresponding quarter of last year. 

However, increases occurred in: Belgium, 
Bulgaria, Canada, France, Great Britain, Ireland, 
Norway and the United States. 

Compared with the last quarter of 1937, the 
statistics show that unemployment rose in all 
countries except Australia. But officials explain 
that this trend was for the most part seasonal. 

Index numbers of employment, compiled at 
the same time by the I.L.0., show that, compared 
with the corresponding quarter of last year, em- 
ployment increased in all countries except the 
United States and Belgium. 


Bravely Spoken 
By John Carlyle in Halifax Chronicle 


I was in Italy a few years ago after Toscanini 
had hed his tussle with the Fascists. His refusal 
to play the Fascist hymn after a concert created 
a near riot. But the maestro stood his ground 
and won the day. 

An Italian who had witnessed the incident 
told me about it. He looked in all directions 
first, like a wild animal that takes a survey for 
safety’s sake. Then he came closer and lowered 
his voice to a whisper, “I think he was right, too,” 
he said, and his eyes flashed with admiration. 
“Art has nothing to do with politics ... But that’s 
strictly confidential, you understand.” He added 
this last lest I should repeat his remark to the 
wrong person. 

And recently, the maestro defined himself 
again by refusing to play at the Salzburg Festi- 
val. There are not many men and women in 
Europe so well known who would have dared 
as much. It takes courage to come out strongly 
against oppression and intolerance. 

The prudent never entertain such ideas for a 
minute. And yet the great conductor has gained 
in popularity by the stand he took. And a great 
many of hfs admirers are men and women who 
suffer under the very thing he criticized. They 
have the prudence to keep their admiration a 
secret, but in their hearts they note and applaud 
the act as surely as my friend the Italian ad- 
mired the maestro for standing up to the head of 
his own government. 

We all admire that kind of bravery. The man 
who speaks the truth makes us feel ashamed of 
our own caution, and compels our admiration. 

For that very reason the fearless man often 
succeeds in winning against great odds. In one 
way it would have been easy for Mussolini to 
have thrown the maestro in jail. But once he had 
spoken such an act would have shown fear on 
the dictator's part. 

Only the very brave can defy a dictator, but 
the point is that the very brave can, and often 
do just that. No tyrant has ever succeeded in 
suppressing truth for very long. No matter how 
powerful an emperor may be some brave soul 
will arise and lead the oppressed to overthrow 
him. There can be nothing permanent about 
censorship and terrorism. A tyrant can no more 
permanently postpone an uprising than you can 
keep the lid clamped on to the pot when the 
water starts to boil. 

Truth will out. Liberty cannot be crushed out 
of the world. 

There are many timid spirits, who dare not 
express their political views just now, who 
applaud Toscanini for other reasons beside his 
genius as a conductor. They think of him as the 
man who championed art against dictatorship. 
How they wish for a multitude of such men. In 
a world composed of Toscaninis there could be no 
dictators. 


‘On This Date sero Banus 


Three hundred and 20 years ago today (July 
14, 1618) there ended the trial by the High Court 
of Admiralty at Southwark, England, of severe! 
men charged with having abandoned Henry 
Hudson and eight of his companions in James 
Bay in 1610. The tragedy of Hudsen and his 
men has been described as one of the unsolved 
mysteries of the north. But just as mysterious, 
to me at any rate, is why seven years should 
have elapsed between the retura of these sur- 
vivors and their trial. The judges seemingly had 
no doubt as to the guilt of the mutineers, but they 
were compelled to acquit the accused for lack of 
evidence, and in addition the survivors claimed 
as their defence that they were not the actual 
perpetrators of the desperate deed, and that the 
leaders who had forced Hudson and his men into 
their floating coffin had themselves been tortured 
and killed by savages, “big-boned, broad-faced, 
flat-nosed and small-footed,” and added to their 
defence the assertion that this terrible fate of the 
guilty ones was proof that “everywhere can 
Divine Justice find executioners.” 

The story of the return journey of these sur- 
vivors gives in a few words a vivid picture. 
After a terrible winter “on the northern con- 
tinent,” they “in the spring saw a large opening 
of the sea northwestward and had a great flood, 
with such a large billow, as is nowhere but in 
the ocean. From hence they made all possible 
hayste homewards, passing the whole straits, and 
so home, without ever striking sayle or any other 
let. The best sustenance left them was sea- 
weeds, fryed with candle's ends and the skins of 
the fowls they had eaten. Some of the men were 
starved; the most all so weake that onely one 
could lye along upon the helme and steere. By 
God's great goodnesse, the sixth of September, 
1611, they met with a fisherman of Foy, by whose 
means they came into England.” ° 

Had their little craft not survived the perils 
of the north Atlantic, no details of the fate of 
Hudson in James Bay would ever have been 
known, One of the survivors lived to a ripe old 
age, in his declining years “having visions” of 
what had taken place in the far north; the others 
soon succumbed to their sufferings, after their 
acquittal; they claiming that “God kept them 
alive so that they might give testimony that they 
were innocent men, and not the false mutineers 
and foul murderers of their beloved Captain 
Henry Hudson.”

Another thing; there are too many 
people here of the speculative type. 
They only figure on getting as 
much Jand under cultivation as 
possible and reap the benefit of it 
as the land is new and will 
grow a good crop, After that, they 
don't care what becomes of it. 

There is no doubt this country 
could support five times as many 
people as there are here, and on 
the same land that is already under 
cultivation, if it was farmed right, 
and the price was right and not 
Jumping up and down to suit the 
Speculators, 

I wonder when the government 
of this country is going to try and 
change that?

weather at Edmonton and Winni- 
peg.

PULLMAN, Wash., July 14. — 
Canada’s wheat pools will join any 


of Co-operation. 

In recent years, Plummer said, 
Canadian farmers have tended to 
veer away from supporting a purely 
co-operative system of selling grain, 
to a demand for a government 
board, “because of a feeling that 
the problem of wheat marketing is 
so important, to the nation and to 
themselves, that it requires atten- 
tion of the federal government.” 

However, he added, the co-oper- 
atives are “prepared to operate ele- 


| vator facilities, to protect farmers, 


to aid operation of a government 
wheat board, to encourage produc- 
tion of highest quality wheat pos- 
sible and to help better the lot of 
the prairie farmer.” 

A majer point of dispute, in 
western Canada, Plummer said, 
is operation of grain exchanges, 
which he described as “a combin- 
ation of great auction markets 
and a speculators’ stamping 
ground.”
